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Venezuela urges ’anti¬ 
fascism’ rally 


CARACAS (AFP) 

Venezuela's government 

Tliursday called for its sup¬ 
porters to rally against what 
it called fascism, a day after 
lluree people died and dozens 
were injured in violence at 
anti-government protests. 

Tliousands demonstrated 
Wednesday against rampant 
mme, inflation and shortages 
of basic goods m tlie biggest 
challenge to President Nico¬ 
las Madura since he took 
over firom the late Hugo 
Chavez last year. 

Tlie ensuing unrest 
prompted Maduro to warn of 
a coup attempt, and he 
vowed he would not be over- 
tluown. 

On Tliursday the govern¬ 
ment remained defiant, and 
Venezuela's informahoii and 
tourism miiusters put out a 
call for a new rally for late 


morning. 

"We will gather at the at¬ 
torney general's office to re¬ 
pudiate violence and fascism. 
Tlie coup plan will be de¬ 
feated again!" wrote Tounsni 
Minister Andres Isarra. 

The government has also 
ordered the arrest of one of 
the top opposition figures, 
Leopoldo Lopez, a former 
mayor of one of Caracas' five 
distncts, according to local 
newspaper El Universal. 

TTie paper published a 
photo showing the arrest 
lA’mrant for Lopez, 4 2, who is 
accused of homicide and 
conspiracy 

Wednesday's protests 
ended with three people shot 
to death. 

TTie victims were a pro- 
gov eminent. demonstrator 
and two student opposition 
protesters.

NEW YORK (AFP) - A 

deadly winter storm swept 
the eastern United Slates on 
Tliursday spelling drudgery 
for millions and tragedy tor a 
few, including an expectant 
motlier killed by a snowplow 
US media counted at least 
11 dead as a result of the 
stomi, which dropped a tluck 
blanket of snow over eastern 
cites overnight and shut 
down federal government op¬ 
erations 111 Washington. 

One of the casualties was 
a 3d-year-old pregnant 
woman, stnick and killed by 
a snowplow in a New York 
parking lot. 

Her baby was delivered 
alive hy cesarean section but 
remains in critical condition 
Tliousands of travelers 
were stranded as major air 
hubs such, as Atlanta and 
New York, were closed 
down. Washington's Dulles 
Intern ah onal rep o rted 14 
inches (35 centimeters) of 
snow. 

More than 6,000 flights 
were cancelled outright, and 
more tlian 3,000 delayed 
Nearly 300,000 homes 
and businesses lost power, 
mainly in Georgia and North 
and South Carolina 

As the storm moved nortli,

Brazilians hand in Snowden 
asylum petition 


BRASILIA (AFP) - Brasilian 
CEBnpaigners: Thursday handed 
in a one million names-strong 
petition asking asylum for US 
inlellig'ence wiiisfleblower Ed- 
WEird Snowden 

In a comic take on efforts to 
give the fonner National Secu¬ 
rity Agency employee a 
refuge, a man dad iii a giant 
papier mache head bearing 
Snowden's likenes;s tried to 
grasp a giant passport held by 
anotliercampai^er puip oiling 
to be Brazilian President 
Dilma Ronsseff. 

Holding Rousseff back was 
a third campaigner wearing a 
papier mache mock-up of US 
President Barack Obama 
Global campaigmng organi¬ 
zation Avaaz launched tlie pe¬ 
tition in December and has 
since obtained 1 1 million on¬ 
line signatures from around tlie 
globe demanding Rousseff 
offer Snowden, currently in 


Russia, refuge. 

"The Brazilian government 
bad said it required a formal 
request from Snowden to grant 
asylum Today, more than a 
inilbon people have done what 
Snowden cannot and pre¬ 
sented this request in bis 
name,* said Avaaz director 
Ricken Patel in a statement 

" We ai'e handing in the doc¬ 
ument tu the foreign ministry," 
Avaaz caiupaigns director 
Michael Freitas Moballem 
told AFP 

Snowden wrote an open let¬ 
ter to Brazil published in De¬ 
cember praising tlie countiy as 
one of tlie world's “most inter¬ 
esting and vibrant democra¬ 
cies." 

In the letter, Snowden said 
he was ready to help the 
Brazilian Senate's investiga¬ 
tion of US eavesdropping, 
winch tai'geted the comnumi- 
cations of President Dilma 


Rousseff and Petrobras, the 
state oil giant. 

But he added he was not o f- 
fering to swap mfonuation for 
asylum. 

The NS A siio oping infuri¬ 
ated Rousseff who canceled a 
state visit to Waslnngton 
scheduled for October in 
protest, and pushed for a UN 
resolution aimed at protectuig 
"online* human rights. 

But she has not commented 
on a possible asyliun request 
as Brazil says it has not re¬ 
ceived one. 

Hie foreign ministry con- 
frnned tliat remained the case 
and a spokesman said Thurs¬ 
day's p etiti on woul d b e hande d 
over to the justice ministry. 

Earlier tins monili, a Com¬ 
munist Brazilian senator nom¬ 
inated Snowden for tins yeai''s 
Nobel Peace Piize, judgmghis 
leaks had contributed to world 
peace. 


US anger as Afghanistan releases 
65 'insurgents' 


KABUL (AFP) - Scores of al¬ 
leged Taliban fighters walked 
free fr'om jail in Afghanistan 
on Thursday triggenng con¬ 
demnation fr'om tlie United 
States, as President Hamid 
Karzai accused Waslnngton of 
"hai'assmg* his country's judi¬ 
cial authority 

Hie controversial deasion 
to fr'ee the prisoners further 
worsened tlie bitter relation- 
sliip between Kabul and Wash¬ 
ington as US-led foreign 
troops prepai'e to withdraw 
after 13 years of fighting Is¬ 
lamist militants. 

US officials said those re¬ 
leased from Bagi'ani prison 
were responsible for killing 
NATO and Afghan soldiers as 
well as civilians. But Karzai 
defended the release and Int 
back at US criticism. 

Afghan officials said the 
men were vetted before tlieir 
release. 

Hie US embassy in Kabul 
criticised the releases as "a 
deeply regi'eltable* move tliat 
could lead to fuither violence 
in Afghanistan, which has suf¬ 
fered a bloody Taliban insur¬ 
gency smee '2001. 

Karzai has called Bagram 
prison a "Taliban-producing 
factory" and alleged that some 
detainees were tortured into 
hating their country 

Hie US military described 
the men as "dangerous individ¬ 
uals" directly linked to attacks 
which killed or wounded 32 
NATO personnel and 33 
Afghans. 

It gave names and details of 


three men to be freed, mclud- 
ing Mohammad Wall, desenb- 
uighim as a suspected Taliban 
explosives expert "bioinetri- 
cally linked" to two bombings 
against troops in Helmand 
province. 

Plans to free the men have 
enraged US officials and be¬ 
come a focus point of strained 
relations as the two countries 


wi'angle over a security deal, 
which would allow some 
American soldiers to stay in 
tire countiy after 2014 

Most US and other foreign 
troops aie scheduled to pull 
out this year, but a small force 
may stay to conduct ti'annng 
and counter-terrorism mis¬ 
sions.

Two pathologists "con¬ 
cluded dial an injury on her 
body led to her death and so 
this was not a natural death,* 
police said, appealing for help 
in piecing togetlrer her final 
days and hours. 

Burst's body was discovered 
by a fiiend on Monday evening 
in the garage of her Dutch 
home in the centi'al town of 
Biltlroven 

Known for her progressive 
and liberal attitude towards 
medicine, Borst, who was a 
physician, was the Dutch 
health minister from 1994- 
2D03 

The Netherlands scored a 
world first under her tenure 
when It adopted tiie first eu¬ 
thanasia lawm 3001 and winch 
came into force inApnl 30Q2. 

Euthanasia under close 
medical supeivision is increas¬ 
ingly popular as a way to end 
hfe tlie Metlierlands and nearly 
4,000 people undertook the 
practice in 3013 


Belgium adopts 
euthanasia law for 
children 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Twelve 
yeais after legalising euthana¬ 
sia for adults, Belgium's par¬ 
liament extended the ri^t to 
die to terminally ill children 
of any age Tliursday, despite 
opposition from the Church 
and some pediatricians. 

After months of heated de¬ 
bate, tlie lower House of Rep¬ 
resentatives adopted tlie 
legislation by a large maj onty, 
making the largely Catholic 
country the second after the 
Netherlands to eiIIqw mercy- 
killing for children, and the 
first to lift all age restrictions. 

Tlie ground-breaking legis¬ 
lation was adopted by Sd 
votes m favour, 44 against and 
witii 13 abstentions. Belgium 
IS one 0 f three countries in 
Europe to allow euthanasia 
for adults. 

"It IS not a question of im¬ 
posing euthanasia on anyone 
.. but of allowing a cluld not 
to agonise in pain," said So¬ 
cialist MP Kaime Lalieux 
ahead of the vote. 

Unlike the Dutch across tlie 
border, where eutlianasia is al¬ 
lowed for children over 13, 
the law states tliat any incur¬ 
ably sick cliild may request to 
end their suffering if ‘con¬ 
scious" and equipped with "a 
capacity of discernment". 

Socidist senator Philippe 


Malioux, autlior of Belgium's 
historic 3DD3 "right to die" 
legislation and lumself a doc¬ 
tor, had called for the law to 
he widened to minors so as to 
offer a legal framework for 
medics for helping children m 
pain die as a question of 
mercy, but outside the law 

Euthanasia is "the ultimate 
gesture of humanity" and "not 
a scandal", he said ‘The scan¬ 
dal IS illness and tlie death of 
clnldren fi'om disease." 

The law offers the possi¬ 
bility of eutlianasia to clnldren 
"in a hopeless medical situa¬ 
tion of constant and unbear¬ 
able suffering that cannot be 
eased and which will cause 
death in the short-term". 

Counselling by doctors and 
a psyclnati’ist or psychologist 
is required, as is parental ap¬ 
prove. 

Before its adoption by a 
huge majority in the Senate in 
December, the upper house 
consulted dozens of medical 
specialists, lawyers and inter¬ 
est groups. 

In recent days, the Catholic 
Churi± staged "a day of fast¬ 
ing and prayer" in protest and 
tins week some IdQ pediatri¬ 
cians petitioned lawmakers to 
postpone tlie vote on the 
grounds it was both ill-pre- 
pai'ed and unnecessaiy. 


Chanel No. 5 at stake 
as EU sniffs out 
allergens? 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Eu¬ 
rope's grand old perfume 
houses and organic cosmetic 
newcomers may be looking 
at a major clean-out as the 
EU sniffs out ingredients 
blamed for skin allergies m 
up to 15 million people. 

A report by the EU’s 
Scientific Comimttee on 
Consumer Safety (SCCS) 
found tliree allergens -- 
HICC and moss extracts 
atranol and choroatranol, 
which give a woody 
bouquet such as that m 
Chanel Me. 5 -- were 
"not safe", tlie Com- 
niission said. 

The three have been 
implicated m thou¬ 
sands of allergy cases, espe¬ 
cially eczema, and should be 
banned from cosmetic prod¬ 
ucts, it said. 

Anotlier 13 cliemicals and 
eight natural extracts used to 
give perfmnes arose or lemon 
fragrance ‘were identified as 
substances of special concern," 
tlie Commission added 

The 13 chemicals should be 
subj ect to concentration limits. 
It said, with all listed in prod¬ 
uct labels. 

‘We are not targeting any 
paiticulai'perfume," said EU 
Consumer Affairs Commis¬ 
sioner Neven Mimic a. 

‘There is no question of 
bamiing Chanel No. S.‘ 

But if member states back 
the Commission position, then 
some perfumes, including 
some of the leading brands, 
will have to be "refonisulated", 
he added. 


Perversely, it will be organic 
cosmetics which will be worst 
affected, despite claims to pu¬ 
rity and naturalness. 

"According to industry esti¬ 
mations, some 90 percent of 
products will have to be modi¬ 
fied," a major challenge for 
mostly small companies, an 
EU source said. 

Mimic a said luxury p erfume 
manufacturers are better 
placed to cope and have al¬ 
ready made some of the 
changes 

Tliey will also get perhaps 
up to five years to meet the 
new lilies once these are 
adopted, likely in 3015, so 
‘tliey can preserve tlieir world 
leaderslup," he added. 

The measures will be put to 
public consultation for three 
ffionllis, before being put up to 
member states

Comcast, Time Warner confirm 
$45 bn merger 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Com- 



Battered Britain faces 
new winter storm 


cast unveiled plans Thursday 
Id swallow up Time Warner 
Cable for $45.'2 billion in a 
deal merging the two lai'gest 
US cable operators and boast¬ 
ing the power of the media-en- 
leitainment conglomerate. 

The news quickly raised 
concerns about the reach of 
Comcast, which owns NBCU- 
iiiversal's film and television 
assets and is one of the largest 
providers of Internet seivice 
via cable. 

A joint statement said the 
all-stDck merger “wiU create a 
leading teclmology and inno¬ 
vation company, differentiated 
by Its ability ta deliver’ gromid- 
breaking products on a supe¬ 
rior network while leveraging 
a national platform to create 
operating efficiencies and 
economies of scale." 

Comcast chamian and chief 
executive Brian Roberts said. 
" the plan would allow Com¬ 
cast to deploy new teclmolo- 
gies for delivering streaming 
content and use the Internet 
cloud with greater efficiency.” 

The joint aimouncement of 
the fiiendly merger marks 
Comcast's triumph over its 
rival for the deal, tlie nation's 
fourth largest cable operator 
Chaiter Communications, and 
its biggest shareholder, Liberty 
Media Corp. 

The deal amounts to 
$ 153.S2 per share, about $23 a 
share above where TWC has 
been trading and comfortably 
above Charter's offer of 
$ 132 50 a share, winch was re- 
jected as too low. 

Comcast was already the 
dominant force witii nearly 22 
million video subscribers, 
compared to 12 million for 
Time Warner Cable, which, 
was spun off as an independent 
company in 20D9 firom the 
Time Warner media-entertaui- 
ment conglomerate. 

The companies said the 
merger agreement is subject to 


shareholder approval at both 
companies and regulatoi’y re¬ 
view. 

But tlie news immediately 
raised concerns, with John 
Bergmayer at the consumer 
activist gi’oup Public Knowl¬ 
edge urging regulators to 
block tlie deal 

‘If Comcast takes over 
Time Wai’iier Cable, it would 
yield unprecedented gate¬ 
keeper power m several im¬ 
portant markets. It IS already 
tlie nation's largest ISP, tlie na¬ 
tion's lai’gest video provider, 
and the nah on's largest home 
phone provider. It also con¬ 
trols a movie studio, broadcast 
network, and many popular 
cable channels." 

He said tliat the enlai’ged 
Comcast "would be the bully 
mtlie schoolyard, able to dic¬ 
tate terms to content creators, 
Internet companies, other 
communications networks tliat 
must interconnect witil it, and 
distributors who must access 
its content." 

Craig Aaron at the advocacy 
group Free Press raised similar 
concerns, saying the deal 
would give Comcast a domi¬ 
nant share of the US pay-TV 
market and "triple-play" mar¬ 
ket for video, voice and Inter¬ 
net service. 

Comcast said that in order 
to address competitiDn con¬ 
cerns, It IS prepai’ed to divest 
systems serving about thi’ee 
million subscribers, leaving a 


net gam of approximately 
eiglit million. 

That would bring Comcast's 
managed subsenber total to 
rouglily 30 million, the com¬ 
pany said. 

Other analysts said regula¬ 
tors may approve the deal but 
possibly impose conditions.

LONDON (AFP) - Tens of 
diousands of Britons endured a 
second day without power 
Thursday as yet aoother At¬ 
lantic stonn barrelled towards 
a countiy struggling to deal 
with the wettest winter for 250 
years. 

Tlie fresh band of rain, snow 
and strong winds was due to 
strike flood-hit southern 
Britain on Friday, two days 
after huri’icane-force gales tore 
tlirough die country leaving 
one person dead. 

Tlie swollen River Thames 
was exp ected to reach its high¬ 
est level for SO years at the 
weekend, promising fresh mis- 
ei’y for flooded towns west of 
London where the military is 
providing relief. 

Energy companies were on 
Thursday trying to get power 
hack to more than 56,00 0 p eo- 
ple still left without electricity, 
having restored supplies to 
402,107 hit by outages during 
Wednesday's storm. 

Prune Minister David 
Cameron said he would seek 
financial aid from the Euro¬ 
pean Union to cope witli the 
floods, despite Ins promises to 
renegotiate London's r elation- 
slnp witli Brussels and hold a 
referendum. 

Cameron said he was also 
seeking "expertise* from other 
EU nations, including "Dutch 
experts on pumping and deal¬ 
ing with flood defences*.

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Olympics: Plushenko 
retires in Sochi 
stunner 



SOCHI (AFP) - RuEKiBtti skat¬ 
ing icon Yevgeny Plushenko 
dramatically announced Ins re¬ 
tirement on Thursday after 
wi til drawing from the Winter 
Olympics with a back injury, 
leaving a nation stunned and 
questions asked over his origi¬ 
nal selection. 

Tlie two-time go Id medallist 
had wamied up at the Iceberg 
ai'ena for the men's short pro¬ 
gramme as he began his cam¬ 
paign for a fifth medal and tlie 
accolade of the most success¬ 
ful ever Olympic figure skater. 

But he felt his long-Stan ding 
back injuiy as he gmgeiiy at¬ 
tempted a series of jumps, 
even stumbling at one stage. 

After consulting hts coach, 
the 31-year-old gave up on his 
Socln dream and waved an 
emotional farewell to a 
stunned crowd. 

"Amateur sport is finished 
for me. Maybe not in tlie way 
that I wanted But 1 leave with 
a gold medal, that is also 


great," he told Russia's Chan¬ 
nel One. 

"I cim sorry for my fans and 
for everybody, but I tried till 
the end I almost cried. It's 
hard, believe me. I am veiy 
disappointed. But 1 tried to do 
my test.* 

Plushenko had already won 
gold in Soclii in the new team 
event for Ins second Olympic 
title after taking the men's ho¬ 
nours at the 200 fi Turin 
Olympics. He was also a two- 
tune silver medallist, in 2002 
and 2010. 

Despite tire shock of Ins re¬ 
tirement, questions were being 
asked over tlie selection of a 
man who underwent back sur¬ 
gery last yeai; the latest in 
twelve operationsmhis cai'eer 
on his back and biees. 

As R.ussia had only one 
men's berth in Sochi, the pos¬ 
sibility of substituting 
Plushenko would only have 
been allowed on medical 
grounds, but the deadline for 
replacing injured skaters 
passed Monday 

If he had witlidrawn earlier 
anotlrer Russian skater, such as 
IS-year-old national ■±ampiDn 
Maxim Kovtun, could have 
taken his place. 

Plushenko's coach Alexei 
Mishin insisted there were no 
selfish motives. 

Asked if Plushenko would 
compete in anotlier Olympics, 
Mishin quipped: ‘Hot an 
Olympics, maybe a Pai'a- 
lympics*.
